Homing Broad is reallj' more of a widening of the 
River Bure than a broad—strictly so called. At this 
point is the village of Homing, with its prettily em¬ 
bowered church and quaint wooden quay. The 
village presents an attractive appearance, though the 
country here lies so low that many windmills are 
necessary to keep the rising waters in check. 
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
